‘During his early years in the Congress our 
dealings with him were friendly, but he later became somewhat critical 
of the FBI with respect-to civil rights matters. In 1967 he was one of 
six Congressmen who met with Attorney General Ramsey Clark and, in 
effect;, accused the FBI of having leaked information alleging they were 
affiliated with various leftist groups. They also wanted to know if the 
FBI maintained files on each Congressman. The Attorney General told 
them the FBI has files on Congressmen only where they were the subject 
of legitimate investigations and they were assured the FBI had not leaked 
the information concerning them. He was one of 20 Congressmen who 
urged the President in 1968 to veto the Omnibus Crime Control Bill, 
saying that wiretapping and confession provisions in the bill would lead 
to a policAstate.
